• Kiev, Kussia, Sept. 15.—The con- 
dition of Premier B. A. Stolyniu, 
shot by the Jawjcr, Bogros, at a per- 
fo'rmaiicc in a local theatre given in 
the Czar,'s honor last night is criti- 
cal today. The sufferer is &o weak 
that his phjsicians fear aJi operation 
would prove "ilmnediately fatal ami 
they -will delay a report to the knife 
until the arrival of a famous gun- 
shot wound expert who has been 
summoned from St. Petersburg. One 
of the premier's lungs and Jiis liver 
were perforated by Bogi-of's bullets, 
and his spine was cut. 
He i«> in the 


most intense pain and breathes with 
difficulty. 


While government officials are today 


trying to give_ the'impression that the 
attempt to-'as&assmafce- tire pnermjer was 
the result of a private- grudge there ib 
Hardly a -question but that the shoot- 
ing was of a political nature. 


It is known also that in police cir- 


cles it is gravely teared that the affair 
marked the resumption of the cam- 
vpaign of ten oi ism. 
A great deal Is 


being made by royalists or the fact 
that the Czar who was present was not 
attacked and that following the shoot- 
ing the audience first tried to lynch 
Bolgrof and then Insisted on singing 
the National anthem as a sign of de- 
votion to Nicholas 


The truth is that the Czar was "o 


carefully guarded in the imperial box 


as to render it impossible 'for an as- 
sassin to reach him. While the audi- 
ence, made up almost entiiely of the 
aristocracy, could not be expected to 
have sympathy with a revolutionary 
demonstration.

One Way of Spoiling Children. 


FIAT is considered the usual way to spoil children Is by over-indul- 
gence. Spare the rod and spoil the child has been quoted so fervently 
for so many generations, that it has become one of the cardinal 
principles of a child's bringing up. Few people seem to think that 


there is another side to the question. 
. But children can be spoiled quite as much, by repression as by over- 


indulgence. 
The repressed child may be pleasan*er to have around than 


the over-indulged one, but his life is being warped just as surely as is the 
child's who is allowed to be violent-tempered or obstinate. 


The parent who directs every movement of a child's life, who makes 


every decision for him, is training that child to be indecisive and irresolute— 
two faults for which he will pay dearly when he comes to man's estate. He 
will have- no individuality. 
He will be colorless, without backbone. 
He 


will be the one who will be led around by others, who can never make up 
his min,d' or decide for himself. 


It fssB. nice question just when and how much a child shall be allowed 


to express himself, and just when he needs to be restrained. 
But parent- 


hood is no easy proposition, if parents endeavor to do their duty, and 
this is one of the many problems they must solve. 


With the sensitive or delicate child, the danger of repression Is greater 


than with the usual active, vital youngster. 
The sensitive, shrinking child 


is apt to hold back and be shy about expressing himself. The parent comes 
to his aid, and, either because he thinks he is helping, or because he 
impatiently does not want to wait for the child to make a decision, decides 
for him. But such a child should be encouraged to decide, to express and 
assert himself. His individuality needs to be encouraged. 
No greater harm 


can be done a child than to train him up to say, "I can't," to be irresolute. 
He will be hampered by such habits both in business and social life. 
The 


world wants decisive, resolute people, people with individuality, with initia- 
tive, people who say, "I can," and "I will," with determination and cheerlness. 


So In the effort not to spoil children with over-indulgence, be careful, 


too, not to spoil them with over-repression. 
Do not let their individuality 


grow rampantly; but on the other hand, do not stunt it.

governed by the arbitration treaties. 
:t may- be predicted, however, that tne 
American people will cling to the Mon- 
roe doctrine, whatever may fcappen. 


Taft and Roosevelt Antagonistic. 
The differences between President 


Taft and ex-President Roosevelt over 
:h.e terms of the. arbitration treaties 
will not mean their defeat by the sen- 
ate unless there is a stronger senti- 
ment on the Roosevelt side than has 
been manifested. 
Almost without re- 


erve the attitude of the senate has 
>een criticised by the papers and 
peace advocates of the country, and 
he president's position has been up- 
leld. - It may be that as the matter is 
discussed the people will come to the 
conclusion that the treaties go far be 
•ond anything that has ever been sug- 
;ested in the settlement of disputes by 
eferring

tribunal.

Roman Bricks. 


When the preparations for rebuild- 


ing the Campanile, in, Venice, were 
undertaken the archaeologists 
were 


afforded an opportunity to make.some 
interesting- studies of the bricks. 
Ii 


was found that jthey had been usec 
in arches, fortifications, the tops of 
walls and in other ways before they 
were built into the campanile and 
that they were not Venetian but Ro- 
man bricks. 
These ancient bricks 


were made in slices, for in many the 
layers could be seen undisturbed. 
It 


is said that bricks made this way can 
bear a greater weight than modern 
bricks. The bricks examined were of 
the first century. 
One of them bore 


the imprint of a horseshoe, which 
may prove that Romans used a horse- 
shoe like ours, although it is generally 
believed that their horseshoes were 
strapped on, not nailed. 


Loss of Weight In Rowing. 


A well known physician in New 


York city who has long been identified 
with aquatics, says that the average 
individual loss of weight in a four mile 
pull, whether in a race or a row 
against time, is. two or three pounds. 
Under peculiarly trying conditions of 
jeat the individual loss may reach five 
or six pounds. On the other baud, 
says tills physician, many oarsmen go 
:hrough a four mile pull with the 
loss of only about a pound in weight. 
This lost weight is fully recovered by 
the next day. Proper training is so ar- 
ranged in these days that a four mile 
race comes only when the oarsmen are 
thoroughly rested and at the top of 
their training weight, so that the loss 
of weight rarely indicates that the in- 
dividual is "stale," or below good train- 
ing condition.

KILLED BY 


FAST FLYER 


Wsilkftl Around Ktul of Kroight

To 


'Walking from behind a Pennsylvania 


train standing near tho L'nion btioot 
crossing Thursday night. John Dair, 
:me t!2 \cars. \\lic- for years luxs manu- 
factured and repaired pumps in this 
city, stepped to his death in front of 
the Pennsylvania 
fl>er about 
9:10 


o'clock. 
His body was hurled from 


the track and he was dead when wit- 
nesses to the accident reached his side. 


To the lact that Panhandle train Xo. 


20 \v.\s running behind time the deatn 
of Mr. Dair is probably due. Living in 
the vicinity of the railroad on South 
Pine street, he was familiar with the 
running time of the various scheduled 
trains and he probably thought that 
the fast train which hurled him to his 
death, had long since passed on 
its 


way. 


Mr Dair had been in Columbus dur- 


ing Thursday 
with a West 
Newark 


acquaintance and had retur-ned on an 
interurban car. 
He left the 
car 
in 


West Newark and started for his home, 
liis companion proceeding on his way 
to his own residence. 


It is said by some of the witnesses of 


the accident, that Mr. Dair's attention 
was attracted by the 
presence of a 


freight train which was standing near 
the crossing. He understood that an 
accident was delaying the train anci 
he went down to see what the tioublo 
was. 


He walked around tlie end of the 


train and stepped directly into 
the 


path of the flyer. It is claimed that 
the passenger did not sound its whistle 
nor ring the bell and probably in the 
confusion at the time, the unfortunate 
man did not hear the ramble of its 
wheels. 


He was alone at the time and as f ar j 


as can be learned no one saw the en- j 
gine hit the man. He was missed by j 
people who knew him and some sug- [ 
gested that he might have been hit b> 
the train. An investigation resulted in j 
the discovery of his dead body under, 
the canal bridge on the north side of, 
the tracks. 
j 


Dr. Wiyiarch was called but as the f 


cause of death was apparent and the 
man beyond all human aid, he permit- 
ted the body to be removed and no in- 
quest will be necessary. 


Criss Bros. & Jones' ambulance was 


called and made a fast 
run 
to the 


scene of the accident. 
The body was 


taken to the undertaking parlors of 
the above mentioned firm where 
it 


was prepared for burial.

that Mr. Blair's chest was crushed and j 
that his right arm and,left knee were 
fractured 
besides 
numerous 
minor 


biuises. 


Mr. Dair was a native of Newark, 


having been born and raised here. For 
years he was a manufacturer of pumps 
and later he followed the vocation of 
repairing pumps of various kinds over 
the city. In recent years he did but 
little of this work, though, he 
occa- 


sionally accepted odd jobs. 


He was a married man and his wid- 


ow survives to mourn his unfortunate 
and tragic death, with thiee children, 
two daughters 
and one 
son, Cora, 


Clara and George Dair all of whom 
live at home. 


Three brothers, Louis 
and Charles 


Daerr of this city and Peter of Bur- 
lington, N. J, and one sister, 
Mrs. 


Mary Schick also survive.
